London, March 29.—Upward of 150 
lives were lost in the’ sinking by Ger-: 
man submarines of the African liner 
Falaba and the British steamer Aguila, 
bound from Liverpool to Lisbon. . 

The Falaba, torpedoed in St. Georges 
channel Sundgy, carried a crew of 96 
and about 160 passengers, and of this 
total only 140 were rescued. Of those 
rescued eight died later from exposure 

The Aguila’s crew numbered 42 and 
she carried three passengers, and of 
these twenty-three of the crew and al 
the paswengers were lost. 

In each ease, on sighting 
marine, the captain tried to 
putting on all speed possible, 
underwater craft overtook the stean 
showing that Germany now has 
her most submarines 
in the blockade 
against Mngland. 

The captain of the Falaba, who

State Senator-elect John W. Callahan, of 
Bainbridge, Well known throughout the state 
as an enterprising and highly successful 
husiness man, announces that at the ap- 
proaching session: of the general assembly 
he will propose am amendment to the special 
automobile tax law. so as to provide that 
hereafter returns from this source of taxa- 
tion ‘will go direct to the counties instead 
of the state.
